Meanwhile， Peking and the US 
both try to assure Taiwan that the 
Use of force to capture the island 
is not contemplated, at least in the 
near future.

The Charles of 
the Ritz division of the Squibb 
Corporation has been promoting 
the product with a pre-Opium 
War Chinese theme. 

“The marketing strategy for 
'Opium， ”wroteexecutive director 
of CAA Henry Der to Richard M. 
Furland，the chairman of the 
Squibb Corporation， “which 
included the kick-oft extrava- 
ganza with the ship“ “The Peking 
caged_ animals，and .other ele- 
mments, evoke more than Tomance， 
mystery， and _ beauty of 
Orient. To the Chinese commun- 
ity Such imagery produces appari- 
tions of that desperate period of 
Chinese history， Der said. 

Der pointed out that opium was 
used by Europeans to exploit 
China .and to subjugate _ the 
Chinese people.。 Der asked that 
the Squibb Corporation not mar-

9an Francisco Chinatown rang in the new year 
with huge rallies by both pro and anti US-China 
ITiormalization groups，An estimated two to three 
thousand persons turned up on New Years Day， 
probably the largest political demonstration in the 
Chinese American community in recent years， 

After the rally of “Friends of Free China”at St. 
MarysSdquare, thepro-Taipei group marched around 
Chinatown and ended up at Portsmouth Square 
where the pro-normalization people were holdqing 
their meeting. The police were on hand to keep the 
two groups apart. Over a _ thousand pro-normaliza- 
tion _ participants were in the Portsmouth Square， 
while over two_ hundred anti-normalization enthu- 
Siasts Surrounded the square. A third but smaller 
group on Brenbham Place joined in with their 
Pro-Gang-of Eour and anti-Hua and Teng message 
With loudspeakers. The shouting match could be 
heard throughout Chinatown. 

We can understand the anger and frustration of 
those who have been supporting the Nationalists al 
these years. In a free country like the US,，they may 
plan and hold demonstrations anytime they prefer， 
However，we feel that it was a mistake to turn their 
anger toward another segment of the community， 
After all,， it was President Carter who signaled the 
completion of the US-China normalization Process， 
and not the Chinese_ community， And tihere wii 
~” always be pro-Peking groups in our community， 

Conflicts between ITight-wing and left-wing factions 
will only hurt our community. 

While we were watching the rallies and the 
shouting match on New Years Day，we thought: 
would 过 be wonderful 让 these thousands could be 
involved in community activities rather than China 
politicsp If they could turn their energy and 
enthusiasm toward helping the sick, the elderly; the 
Problem youth, the new immigrants，and the untold 
thousands who need help in adjusting to this society， 
the Chinese American community would surely be a 
better Place to live and work in. 口

ciation，Chinese for Affirmative 
Action and the Japanese-Amer- 
ican_ Citizens League. Job-related 
testing Procedures should be used 
at entry and _ promotional: levels.

Chinas best-manufactured prod- 
ucts，Dno matter how 1limited in 
supbPlv、，appears to be enough to 
inspDire .confidence _ among the 
people. 下 xhorted to save now and 
buvy later，Chinas wage-earners 
have accumulated savings at their 
]ocal bramnch of the People's Bank. 
So0me “said thev had saved 
hundreds of yuan in a nation 
Where the average wage is abonut 
35 vuan a month 


SALARY 
One reason for rhe mounting 
Savings Was a Salarv increase 


”grantedq:to nearly a third of the 


nations WOrk force in 1977， But 
other economic moves，sStch as 
periodic Day raises，have meant 
more monev in Savings accounts. 

Ata clock repair shop in Peking; 
Wang Wei-fu，the manager for 
more than 30 years，Said the 
starting Salarv for apprentices was 
20 Yuan a month，Everv two 
vears、he said，woOrkers would be 
eligible for raises of six yuan a 
month. Sometimes， Wang ex- 
Plained, raises as high as 18 vuan a 
month were given， 

“If their Politics are good and 
thev_ are outstanding,”he said， 
”we raise their salarv quite a bit.

Material incentives -一 part of 
Chinas new economic strategv 
have been welcomed by many 
Workers.

faction apbeared to be absent. 

Workers saiq the shortage of 
goods _ was due to bad work 
Practices.， They blamedq vears of 
low produetivity on the "Gang of

Tse-tungs wife，Chiang Ching， 
and her three cohorts 一 whose 
Denchant for Political struggle， 
thev claims brought production to 
anear standstil]. 

Jn his reDport to the first session 
of the Fifth“ National Peoples 
Congress last FEebruary， Com- 
mitnistParty Chairman Hua Kuo- 
feng_ sumnmed up the damiages 
WwWIOUght bv theradical Gang-. 

SABOTAGE 
“AS a result of their interfer- 


ence and sabotage between 1974 


and 1976，said Hua;, the nation 
lost 100 billion yuan ($172 billion) 
in gross value of industrialyoutpnuit、 
28-million:tons of steel，and 40 
billion wuan ($68 billion) in state 
Teventes. and the whole economy 
was on the brink of collapse.”

the first_ time in more than 3 
decade， This，coupled with the 
tangible svmbols of the all-out 
modernization campaipgn， has 
buoved the spirits of many- 
Chinese. 

Long lines and rationing，、which 
accomDany the distribution of 
Scarce goods in China，still are & 
wav of life. But there are wavs to 
get around the harsh influence of

SYNTHETIC 

Glothes made of svnthetic fab- 

rics、 for example，、are just expen- 
sive,，not rationed. That's what a 
Vvoung doctor in Peking explained 
as he decided to buv a pair of 
trousers，But as he bplaced the 
pants on a counter、the clerk 
measured the length of cotton 
cloth usedq in the Pockets，The 
cotton Was still rationed; and the 
doctor tised a small Dortiom of his 
anntual ration .

So claims Ruby Hong，recently- 

appointecd ，principal at Com- 
modore Stockton， Although she 
Teadily concedes to being “still wet 
behind the ears” in her new 
-administrative- role，she and her 
Supportive staff have mapped out 
a _ curriculum to provide students 
an optimum education 

The newness of her job forces 
her to entangle herself in daily 
Parent-tcacher conferences，staff 
and gencral meetings and the day- 
to-day activities at Commodore 
Stockton， But Hong attacks the 
.predicament of running a school 
with jess moncey，in the wake of 
Proposition 13，w'ith stoic realism .
